DE MOSS COMMENTS 
ON JERSEY RECORDS 

Ray DeMosa, professor of ani- 
may husbandry, states that now 
and then he has received critic¬ 
ism on the careful and painstaking 
keeping of records that he prac¬ 
tices in his work at the Junior 
College. ' While accurate and 
scientific record-keeping may not 
be necessary dr desirable for the 
practical farmer in our territory, 
it is absolutely essential for the 
leaders In milk-production to do 
so,” Mr. DeMoss says. "FOr it is 
from agricultural schools and col¬ 
leges that standards come, and 
sources of the same general na¬ 
ture; and, therefore, it behooves 
us, as leaders in the field, to ob¬ 
serve the scientific attitude.” 

In support of his contention Mr. 
DeMo9s quotes from so authora 
tattve source as the American 
Survey for January, 1939: "The 
latest record made by a Jersey 
cow is 1025.5 pounds of butterfat 
in 16 months . . . Curiously enough 
the layman is not inclined to share 
the enihu*...-..rt of breeders and] 
fanciers oner a feat like this. 
What difference does it make, he 
says Well, it makes a great deal 
of difference. It makes the differ- 
a&ce between better milk, more 
milk, and cheaper milk, and all 
milk products « . . between those 
better end cheaper dairy products, 
and Che scarcer and poorer qual¬ 
ity that would be the rule if breed¬ 
ers and fanciers did not constant¬ 
ly improve the quality of dairy 
cattle and their products. These 
men who produce the quality that 
register such triumphs are doing 
a definite service to a world hun¬ 
gry for healthful and nourishing 
dairy products.’’

An athletic program that reach¬ 
es every student In the school, 
both boy and girl, is the goal that 
is being reached by the U. T. Jun¬ 
ior College. 

With a gymnasium that would 
do credit to a much larger school 
and one of the few college swim¬ 
ming pools in West Tennessee, the 
Junior College offers every boy 
and girl an opportunity to parti¬ 
cipate in some physical activity. 

Varsity athletics consist of foot¬ 
ball, basketb&n and tennis com¬ 
petition with member schools in 
the Mississippi Valley Conference. 
A varsity rifle team for both boys 
and girls competes in telegraphic 
meets with ten universities 
throughout the nation each year. 

The intramural program offers 
a variety of team and individual 
sports that reaches a total of 
nineteen sports for the year. Ac¬ 
cording to a survey made by C. 
W. Hackensooith, director of In¬ 
tramural Activities at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky, the average 
list of intramural sports in the 
Southeastern Conference is seven¬ 
teen and the percentage of par¬ 
ticipation Is less than 65. At the 
Junior College for the 1938 school 
year 84% of the students parti¬ 
cipated in at least three intra¬ 
mural sports. 

A typical year’s program in in- 
tramurals at the U. T. Junior Col¬ 
lege includes touch football, soc¬ 
cer, horseshoes, tennis, boxing, 
wrestling, swimming, track, bad¬ 
minton, handball, shuffleboard, 
checkers, free throwing, softball, 
basketball, clock baakfletbal] and 
rifling. 

Each spring the physical edu- 
| cation department, with the coop¬ 
eration of the students, puts on an 
athletic exhibit called the Camicus 
which is witnessed by 3000 people 
from all parts of West Tennessee 
and West Kentucky. This year’s 
exhibit will be a panorama of the 
year’s work in the physical edu¬ 
cation department and will be 
presented the night of March 3. 

During commencement week 
the Life Savers Club puts on the 
annual swimming carnival.

When one has finished reading 
or has read all he can take of this 
strange and sinister volume, he 
cranes up fanning for air and 
moaning, "Wheel" For here is a 
hook that stirs you, enrages you, 
set you to wondering if this is all 
true, or could be all true: That 
all the culture, the business and 
politics an the wars and rumor* 
of wars, all that is essentiany 
wicked in these good (?) United 
States is fashioned by sixty fam¬ 
ilies. representing perhaps 80% of 
the wealth of our nation. It is un¬ 
derstandable why the senators of 
the United States threw this book 
around and ground their teeth in 
impotent rage at one of the re- 
| cent senate assemblies. If they are 
bought and sold, traded and traf¬ 
ficked. as AMERICA’S 60 FAM¬ 
ILIES averts, they might about 
as well have toted themselves to 
the windows and Jumped out. 

Among the striking things which 
linger on in one’s mind affer lay¬ 
ing the book aside is the fact that
